Study: Blood test best way to check prostate cancer 


BOSTON (AP) -.- A simple. $50 
blood test is the way to check for 
prostate cancer, the second biggest 
cancer killer among. American men, a 
study concludes. 

Until now, dwtors have relied 
largely on rectal exams to screen men 
for prostate cancer. However, obout 
two-thirds of coses have spre^ to 
other ports of the body before they 
are found.

“It’s very conceivable. that using 
this test, the statistics In prostate can- 
cer could be dramatically altered.”

Under the plea agreement negoti- 
ated by the state of Alaska, the Jus- 
tice Department and Exxon, ' the

~Hon to the state of Alaska and $50 
million to me federal government. 


A separate proposed settlement of 
civil claims provides $900 million in 
restitution to clean up Alaska shore- 
line. With rejecdon of the fines, 
Exxon could withdraw that agree- 
menL 

"The fines which were proposed 
to me were simply not adequate,” 
U.S. District Judge H. Russel 'Hol- 
land (old a courtroom packed with 
attorneys and reporters. 

He said he had considered federal 
sentencing guidelines and concluded 
that $100 million was not enough to 


deter futui;e spills. 

“There is no question that the 
Exxon Valdez oil spill was off the 
chart,” he said.

TWIN FALLS — The owner of a $60,000 
house with a taxable value of $35,000 in 
Twin Falls would pay $51 a year more in 
taxes if a $20 milli 9 n school bond issue is 
approved by voters next month. 

Property taxes for o homeowner living in 
that house would increase 6.6 percent over 
the 1 990 property tax of $77 1 . 

The figures are based on estimates by 
Twin Falls County Clerk Linda Wright and 
Bqb Hildeman, vice.president of public fi- 
nancing for West One Bank' in Boise, the 
district’s finoncial adviser for the bond 
election.

ELLIS — The steelhead return to the 
Pahsimeroi weir probably will droop to 
less than 750 this year. 

With no morc than a week left in the 
anticipated upstream . spawning run. 
hatchery superintendent Bob Moore 
said only 657 steelhead had entered the 
facility through Tuesday morning. 

“Wc thou^t it would be down to 
something- around 750 so it’s close to 
our projections based on dam counts 
lost year," Moore said. 

The Salmon River A strain run was 
severely crippled by heavy downstrcom 
migration mortality two years ago imd. 
thermal barriers in the Columbia and 
Snake rivers barring adult returnees last ., 
summer.

The investment was secure — as. se- 
cure, in fact, os any investment could be. 
The program continues to have my full 
support. 

A remarkable aspmt of the U.'S. Sav- 
ings Bond program is that it is one of the 
nation's ^eat volunteer 4indertakin^. 
Morgenthau consulted many advisers in 
those early formative days, members of 
the government and private citizens. 
Over the years, the marketing of U.S. 
Savings Bonds has been supported by 
thousands of volunteers from business, 
education, flrumcial institutions and other 
organizations. 

The 1991 national chairman is Edward 
L. Hennessy Jr, chaimuin and chief ex- 
ecutive ofllccr of Allied-Signal Inc. The

WASHINGTON ~ Automatic seat belts 
are a dangerous substitute for air bogs and 
should be taken off. the market, two auto- 
safety groups safd Tuesday. 

Although the government considers 
automatic belts ai]d air bags equally 
acceptable forms of protection, there is 
ample evidence that automatic belts are 
flawed, the Institute for Injury Reduction 
and the Center for Aiito Safety said. ~ 
“We don’t wont to see them sold any 
more," said Benjamin Kelley, head of the 
Institute, a non-profit research and advocacy 
group foundnl by trial attorneys. 

But w bfftdal with' the National Hi^'woiy 
Traffic Safety Administration insrsted that 
automatic belts help save lives. 

.’To say they .ore defective is an irrespon- 
sible statement," associate administrator 
Barry Felrice said. “It’s really unfortunate, 
that this kind of misinformation gets any 
attention whatsoever, brausc it gives people 
a reason not to use their seat belts.” 
Automatic scat belts gained popularity 
after the agency ordered automakers in 1986 


The regulation ofters manufacturers two 
choices. They may equip cars with manually 
applied lap-shoulder belts and with ^ont- 
scal air bogs on the driver’s side oc^both 
sides. Or, they can install autdmotic seat 
belts on the driver's and passenger's £tdes.

restraint and sustain serious or fatal injury to 
the chest, heart, and upper spinal :cord, - 
Kelley said.

SAFWAN, Iraq - Uoarmed U.N. military ob- 
servers opened their first posts Wednesday in south- 
ern Iraq, but a U.S. Army colonel said his troops 
would stay on indefinitely to protect Iraqi refugees. 

The U.S. flag was lowered and a blue United Na- 
tioiis flag-raised in its place during a brief noontime 
ceremony in lOO-degree heat at a checkpoint vacated 
by about a dozen U.S. soldiers. 

Uowever, Col. Bill Nash of the 3rd Armored Divi- 
sion’s 1st Brigade, said roughly 5,000 troops under 
his command would remain in southern Iraq to pro- 
vide security and humanitarian aid to thousands of 
Iraqi reflige^ Many of the Iraqis supported a failed 
uprtiinp against Saddam Hussem and fear reprisals 
from ms security forces after U.S. withdrawal. 

“We*re not moving out, >ve’ve just handing over 
this spot," said Nash, of Hayden, Ariz. 


After the Stars 'and Stripes was lowered, Nash 
' turned to the U.N. area commander, Lr. Coi. Peter* 
Feely, and said: “We will continue to proiccf the 
refugees."

AL-AHM>^I. Kuwait r This is the only 
place in the world where $5 million goes up 
m flames every hour. 

Now experts say something else might 
eventually go up b^use of it - the price of 
gasoline at pumps around the world. 

The hundreds of furiously flaming wells 
in Kuwait are causing permanent damage to 
the underground reserves that 'mode .this 
country one of the worid's wealthiest, 
petroleum officials say. 

The uncontrolled release of so kiucb oil. * 
they saidi is polluting the oil left behind and 
deifying the underground rock formations 
that contain it ** 

In the future, Kuwait will.no longer be 


able to count on natural underground pres- 
sure to bring oil efTorttessly to the suiiace. 
The cost of pumping (he oil out could 
quadruple (he cost of production, according 
to Kuwait Oil Co. oflicials, on increase that 
seems bound to moke its way down the line 
to the gas pump. 

“Our crude oil was considered to be one 
of the cheapest crude oils of all the coun- 
tries in the world," said Musab ol-Yosin, 
general manager of qjl. reservoirs at KOC. 
“Now I think it will be one of (he most ex- 
pensive.” 

The billowing clouds of smoke* and air- 
borne oil — which turn daytime into night 
and leave puddles of black acid rain orr the 
sidewolks — ore a constant reminder over- 
head of the damage being wreaked below. 


“U’i'just like having a young boy tor- 
tured, “ Vasin said. "Ovemi^t, he looks 60 
years old. Tomorrow, he will die. This is 
what happened to ourwells.'^ 

This subicnanean scar may be (he most 
permanent legacy of tbe Iraqis, who blew 
up about 600 wells just before withdrawing 
from Kuwait More than 500 of these wells 
have been burning, .and (he rpt have been , 
madly gushing oil onto th4 dnee-virgin' 
sand. 

Although eight weeks have passed since 
Kuwait was liberated, oflicials estimate that 
fewer thui 60 welts have been controlled - 
and only a fraction of those were on fire. 
This pace has frustrated both Kuwaiti ofli- 
cials and U.S. firefighters, leading to an on- 
going feud over who’s to blame. With each 


passing day of smokc-bfackehed sbes, the 
underfund damage to Kuwait’s oil re- 
serves becomes more acute. 

Kuwaiti ofliciols said they douJei not .ac-. 
curately predict how much capacity had 
bedn lost or tbe precise impact ori* tbe cost 
of production until they surveyed the oil- 
field destruction. That study,, which is ex- 
pMted to take several weeks, has yet to .be- 
gin, but offlcials already fear the .conclu- 
sion^ 

"Definitely, there’s an odverse cfTect. 
ThaL’s common knowledge," said Abdul 
Hussein Sbehab, acting manager of produc- 
tion develc^ment at KOC. 

Before the fields were sabbtoged, Kuwait 
reported reserves of about 92 billion bariels, 
about a tenth of tbe world’s total, and was 


producing more than 1.5' million banels a 
day.
